We remember a few years ago 
when the public turned down a 
$400,000 bond issue to improve the 
county’s juvenile hall. Then, in 
just a few months, the supervisors 
approved a construction program 
for Hillcrest that has cost well 
over a quarter million. Has Wwe 
board the right to go over the 
voters heads to approve such work 
projects? T here, are two sides, of 
course, and botH have merit. 


By taking actien on _ their 
own, the supervisors can keep 
the county’s institutions in trim 
working order, allowing expan- 
sion wherever necessary. Too, 
and more important the taxpay- 
ers are saved countless hundreds 
of dollars in interest and bond 
retirement costs. 

Often, the voters will turn down 
the most worthy projects and 
favor others not having equal 
merit. But that is their decision 
and there should be some rule that 
would make that decision binding 
on the supervisors. 

We are mindful of the new Hall 
of Justice, costing nearly three 
millions, which is paid for as it is 
completed. Compare this with the 
three-million-dollar bond burden 
that will appear on tax bills for 
20 years for the new Community 
Hospital annex. This was a voter 
approved program. ‘Personally 
we'll take the save-for-a-purpose 
method. 

This leads us up to the most 
important question of the day, the 
sales tax program. Will the super- 
visors approve the plan if and 
when the city councils of the 
county agree? 

Will they be forced to place the 
measure before the voters or will 
they decide to adopt it them- 
selves? It would seem difficult 
for the board to do an about turn 
and refuse adoption of the sales 
tax after promising cities they 
would if the mayors and council- 
men could reach an agreement. 

In the final, however, it may 
not be up to either the city coun- 
cils or the supervisors to decide. 
The organized group against the 
new tax is determined to see 
that the voters decide it. all 
through referendum. They prob- 
abiy won’t have any trouble get- 
ting signatures fo such petitions 
if they are circulated.

Merchants who oppose the tax 
are even more determined to op- 
pose the new revenue maker now 
that Santa Clara county appears 
ready to go ahead and San Fran- 
cisco has voted to increase its half- 
cent tax to a full cent. Local shop- 
pers between the two centers 
would certainly have an advantag2 
to stay home for all their pur- 
chases. 

Since April 1, ten more coun- 
ties and over 60 cities have 
adopted the new sales tax pro- 
gram. Ready to go with the Qc- 
tober 1 collections are Contra 
Costa, El Dorado, Humboldt, 
Kern, Madera, Santa Clara, Stan- 
islaus and Tulare. The remain- 
ing 30 counties of. the state not 
already in the fold are in the 
same fix as San Mateo county. 
Many are expected to capitulate 
just as we expect San Mateo 
county to do.

Augmented Paygrounds, Wide Interest 
Mean Betfer ‘Junior Grade’ Football 


FOOTBALL FILBERTS, looking over prospectuses and predic- 
tions which are supposed to tell how Old Siwash is going to do during 
the coming months, might well note the popularity of the sport among 
the younger set here. 

And also, they might appreciate the fact that there are going 
to be more facilities in the area for youngsters to play—albeit. the 
youngsters we’re talking about generally confine their version of the 
sport to the “touch” variety. 

Two new turfs have been planted, during recent months, at 
public playgrounds here; whether or not they’!l be firm enough to 
withstand the hard usage of football season will be indicated in 
the next few weeks, when the city rec dpartment announces the 
schedule for its annual grammar-school leagues and the attend- 
ant clinics. 

Burgess Park’s new turf, for instance, was a little too new, at the 
end of the Little League baseball season, to be used for that sport. 
But it was considered for formal use in the city’s summer program. 

At Oak Knoil school, the youngsters last spring expedited prepa- 
rations for putting in some new grass by running their own cleanup 
campaign. But there too, during the summer now drawing to a close, 
the use of the playground was limited as a new wing was added to 
the school. 

Just about the most-oft-eyed new turf in the city is that at Hillview 
school, which was out of commission all summer but which is now be- 
ginning to look as if it will be ready for sorne of the coming fall 


activities, 
* * * * 

NEW PLAYGROUND space may not seem to be related to foot- 
ball, until one considers the extent of the city-school district after- 
school recreation programs, in which hundreds of youngsters, of 
from fifth through eighth grade, participate. Keeping track of the 
leagues which are set up is a considerable job and besides these, there 
are the practice “farm” teams, and less formal groups for which no 
championships are declared. Participation in this type of football is 
just as heavy as participation in the various baseball leagues. 

* * * * 

ALL TOLD, the results might prove to be about the same as in 
baseball, also. 

High school coaches are mighty proud of the progress shown by 
young baseball players since the formation of Little League teams. 
Could be that the same improvement in the quality of high school 
athletics will be noticeable in football. 

There’s a theory, of course, that the improvement in football 
would be as great as it is in baseball, because the differences between 
touch tackle football and the standard tackle variety is greater than 
the difference between grade school baseball and its high school 
counterpart. 

There are some basics, however, that can be learned in soft shoes 
which might well prove valuable to all aspirants to prep teams. 

* * * * 

WORTH NOTING ALSO is the interest shown in the youngsters’ 
touch football, as a sport unto itself. 

Some “city championship” games at Nealon park last year drew 
crowds of more than 300 persons—including a goodly number of 
persons who like to see a competitive game played in a well-coached 
manner as well as the usual corps of parents who are out to root for 
Junior and Junior alone. 

On one occasion, we recall, a long afternoon series of games was 
terminated only by darkness, and suggestions were muttered by the 
more avid spectators that the lights should have been turned on “so 
the youngsters could finish their games.” 


* * * * 


BE THAT AS IT MAY, the preparations of new turfs in the city 
will mean more opportunities for more youngsters who want to par- 
ticipate in the various sports programs. 

There’s a theory, of course, that there are enough different kinds 
of sports so that everybody can participate in the one for which he is 
best suited so youngsters’ interests should be ‘channelled’ in accord- 
unce with their aptitudes. 

This would mean that only the very best, most promising and 
most enthusiastic young grid aspirants would play football, red-- 
hot baseball timber would stick to the diamond and some—who’ve 
never give it a thought, probably—would find themselves really 
superior in tennis, badminton, tumbling and whatnot. 

Nevertheless, the really popular sports will continue, we think, to 
capture the attention of the most youngsters. This means that plenty 
of so-so talent—as always—will change hats and sports with the 
wapeons and go right on trying to play every game that’s been in- 
vented.
